BOOTH AS A M AN OF HUSIMESS 

Booth died, as far as understood, without 
lebts. The day before the murder he paid 
in old friend a hundred dollars which he 
had borrowed two days previously. H 
banked at Jay Cooke's, in Washington, 
generally, but turned most of his funds iu- 
o stock and other matters. He gave eighty 
lollars eight mouths ago for a part invest- 
ment with others in a piece of western oil 
land. The certificate for this land he gave 
lis sister. Just before he died his agent 
informed him that the share was worth lif- 
»n thousand dollars. Booth kept his ar- 
ums latterly with great regularity, and 
is lavish as ever, but took note of all ex 
penditures, however irregular. He was 
ne of those men whom the possession of 
money seems to have energized; his life, 
so purposeless long before, grew by good 
fortuue to a strict computation with the 
world. Yet what availed so suddeu refor- 
mation, and of wha' use was the gaining 
f wealth, to throw one's life ae soon away 
and leap from competence to hunted in 
famy ?

He lacked enterprise; other young actors, 
instead of waiting to be given better parts, 
committed them to memory, in the hope 
that their real interpreter might not com* 
to hand. Among these I recall John Mc 
Cullough, who afterwards becaufe quite a 
celebrated actor. He was getting, if I c 
rectly remember, only six dollars a ween, 
while Booth obtained eight. Yet Wilkes 
Booth seemed too slow or indifferent to get 
on the weather side of such chances. He 
still held the part of thir 1 walking gentle 
man, and the third is always the first to be 
walked otf in case of strait, as was Wilkes 
Booth. He did not survive a forty weeks 
engagement, nor make above three hun- 
dred dollars in all that time. The Kellers 
arrived; thev cut down the company, and 
they dispensed with Wilkes Booth. He is] 
remeiBljered in Philadelphia by his failure 
as in the world by his crime. 



Letter from New Orleans. 

How the Intelligence of the Assassina- 
tion of l»res!dcnt Lincoln was receiv- 
ed—Capture of Mobile— Xew Depart 
ment ior Gen. Hurlbut. 



I Correspondence of tin- l'nion Presa.J 
New Orleans, April 22, 18G 
The past few days, since the ree-eipt of the] 
sad intelligence of the dreadful tragedy at 
Washington, will in the future form an im- 
portant chapter in the history of Louisiana, 
fhe doleful news fell upon this city r like a 
clap of thunder, producing a horrible stu- 
por of terror and dismay. Midday had 
nearly set in before the friends of Presi- 
dent Lincoln could realize that he, who one- 
day before, stood on the portico of the Na- 
tional Capitol and so humanely diseu-s. 
the humau rights of all, was now stiff iu 
ath. It was, indeed, sad to contemplate. 
But the doubts of all were soon dispelled by 
>rders from Gen. Sherman, Gov. Wells, 
tnd Major Kennedy' to close all places ol 
jusiuess as th<» President was "indeed re- 
dly dead." 

Flags at half-mast were visible on all 
private and public building* ot any _ 
tnd the usual badges of mourning were to 
>e seen on the doors of many houses. At 
lalf-past two o'clock all the wholesale and 
retail places in the city were closed, and all 
business completely suspended. The "cof- 



South, (the first move of the kind that we 

find in the official record* of Congress), was 
deemed premature by many of his Repufa 



passed Congress, with much difficulty, 
authorizing the President to receive into 
the armies persons of African tlecent, "for 
the purpose of constructing iutrenchments, 
or performing camp service, or any other 
abor, or any military or naval seavice for 
vhicli they may be found competent" 
the phraseology implying that there was a 
doubt whether they were lit for any milita- 
ry service other than the menial occupations 
if camps and garrisons. The process 
through which the public mind was finally 
irougbt to tho beli'f that colored men could 
be taught to handle muskets, and that they 
were good enough to shoot rebels or to stop 
bullets aimed at Union soldiers, seems slow 
indeed; but when we think of the centuries 
if bigotry and prejudice against tke African 
race, in which we have been born and bap- 
tized, the progress we have made as a na- 
tion in the path of Christian advancement 
is little less than astounding, and we may- 
tie assured that nothing short of the fiery 
trials of war would have sufficed to teach 
us so noble anil valuable a lesson. 

The marks of respect paid to the colore d 
troops in Xew York, where we should least 
have expected them, have been won by the 
blood of colered men shed in battle. In no 
ther way could they have been won. It 
was not necessary that the negro soltliers 
should prove as efficient as white soldiers. 
That was not to be expected. Intelligence, 
tnd the confidence which intelligence alone 
•an inspire, were wanting to the colored 
troops, aud this was a defect not iu their 
manhood, but in their surroundings. Yet 
it was necessary that they should be brave. 
It was necessary that they should show 
themselves possessed of a noble emotion, 
in the only ordeal where its possession could 
be thoroughly tested, before they could 
hope to excite a corresponding emotiou in 
he breasts of those who had been accus- 
tomed to look upon them as an inferior aud 
servile race. Courage is an attribute which 
•omniands the respect of mankind, and the 
ibeisance made by the money kings and 
queens of Fifth Avenue to the colored regi- 
ment was a tribute tocouaage under a black 
-kin. The blood shed at Port Hudson 
Fort Wagner and Petersburg was not pour 
ed out in vain. It watered the tree of lib 
erty. It gave the blacks their title to 
American citizenship, and it gave us of the 
white- race the pleasure of discarding an 
unworthy prejudice and adopting the pre- 
cepts of Christianity in their broadest sei 
in our treatment of our fellow men. — [Chi 
i^ago Tribune.

sat. The President pronouueed it the best 
that had been taken of him. It was on ex- 
hibition at the Philadelphia Fair, and since

Washin-xton, D. ft, April '21, 1805. 

We beg leave to say to Mr. Thomson that 
his correction needs correction. The bust 
made "by W. Marshall Swayne about a 
year ago" is not "the most recent one for 
which Mr. Lincoln sat." Mr. Thomson un- 
wittingly does injustice to a meritorious 
young Kentucky artist, who made a bust of 
the President last fall. This artist, Col. A. 
P. Henry, was an active, efficient aud en- 
terprising cavalry officer, who was captured 
through the falling of his horse while lead- 
ing a charge against an overwhelming su- 
periority of numbers. He was su inmate of 
Libby prison for many mouths. While there 
with an ordinary penknife, and a very poor 
one at that, he made a number of exquisite 
carvings of various designs, on the beef- 
bones that were in the rebel fare. Some of 
the finest of the articles were stolen by the 
guards of the prison. Among these was a 
beautiful dog hut, with a fine Xew Found- 
land dog sitting iu front, and a chained mas- 
titr was lying in the door of the hut. Over 
the door of the hut the words "Every dog 
has his day," were carved, ft CM. Henry 
could Bee that villain Turner confined now 
in Libby, he might proj>erly conclude thai 
that dog's night had come. 

While ou a visit to this city, the Hon. Jos. 
Holt saw these specimens of art 
much surprised at the exquisite 
of the work. He said he did not suppose 
such work on mere beef bones was possible 
even with a command of a variety of tools. 
When Col. Henry started for Horence 
Judge Holt presented him to Mr. Lincoln, 
who at once took an interest in him. He 
gave him rooms at the White House, and 
gave him every facility for perfecting a bust 
of the President. It is considered by many 
of the personal friends of Mr. Lincoln, as one 
of the most successful efforts at a "coun- 
terfeit presentment" of the great statesman 
that has been made. We have a fine pho- 
tograph of this bust, and we cannot well 
see how it could be improved. Col. Henry 
is now at work upon this bust in marble, 
at Florence, and those who admire strug- 
gling genius, who love patriotic service in 
the field, and wish an excellent memorial 
of the President, may have all three of 
these sentiments gratified, by ordering of 
Col. A. P. Heury, a copy of this bust.

nati Gazette, a man named Davit, who re- 
cently resided in Fifih street, between 
Scott and Madison, Covington, in company 
with his wife, went on board the ferryboat 
for the purpose apparently of crossing from 
this city to their home.

The Funeral Train. 

GsUdaVM, April 3.— At ten o'clock P.M. 
Tuesday the streets for several miles were 
densely filled with people to witness the 
passage of the funeral procession to the Chi- 
eago and Alton station, from which the re- 
mains are to be taken to Springfield. The 
crowd is as large and larger than that as- 
sembled yesterday when the funeral ar- 
rived. The coffin was transferred from the 
hearse to the car especially designed for its 
reception. The glare of hundreds of torches 
light the way; voices join in singing; bells 
are tolled, and before the music of an in- 
strumental band ceased we leave Chicago 
on our mounful errand for Spriutield. 

Mr. lllackston, Superintendent of the 
Railroad Company, with many other new 
associations, are on board. 

Speaker Colfax on leaving Chicago was 
made the medium for delivering to Presi- 
dent Johnson a brief address from the In- 
dependent Order of Odd Fellows of Canada, 
sympathizing with the nation and tender- 
ing their wisues t > the President for a suc- 
cessful administration of the Government. 
Mr. Colfax was selected as the medium on 
account of his being a prominent member 
of the Order. On the way persons are scat- 
tered on the road for miles. 

LocBi'ORT. — Minute guns were fired, and 
many persons lined the track, holding 
torches in their hands, and in the back 
ground is an immense bonfire, and the 
the houses draped. One of the mottoes is 
"Come home." The train passed all the 
stations slowly, at which time bells of the 
locomotives are tolled. 

Joliet.— Minute guns were fired and 
the beils tolled, and many persons are ar- 
ranged on a platform singing. It is thought 
that 12,000 persons are gathered here, bon- 
fires light up this scene. It is raining, but 
this do«?s not prevent even ladies from tak- 
ing part. The train moves beneath an arch 
which spans the track. 

Wn.MiMiTON", 1 A. M Wednesday. — Here 
numbers of people were drawn up in line 
on each side with torches. Minute guns 
were fired. 

Over 2000 persons gathered at Gardner. 
There was the usual display. 

I»\viuiiT, 2 A. M. — This is the place where 
the Prince of Wales and his royal party 
were entertained. 

Lexington, 4 A. M.— The band is play- 
ing. 

Fi ne's Grove, 5:30 A. M. — The guns tir- 
ing, bells tolling aud the usual funeral cere- 
monies here. 

Atlantic, G A. M.— We have a clear day. 
The usual badges and drapery of sorrow. 
Thousands assembled. 

Lincoln, 7 oVmm-k. — This place is named 
after Mr. Lincoln and contains 3.000 per- 
sons. The depot is handsomely draped; 
ladies in white and black are singing; we 
pass under a handsomely constructed arch, 
on each side of which is a picture of the de- 
ceased with mottoes— 44 With malice to none, 
with charity for all." 

W'o are now at Kikhart. Men stand un- 
covered and ladies wave flags. The depot 
s beautif ully draped. We pass under an- 
>ther arch with flags, mourning, drapery 
and evergreens. 

Williauisville and all houses are draped, 
and there are many little Hags anil por- 
traits. We pass under another arch the 
same as the above, with the motto — ,4 lle 
has fulfilled his mission." 

We reach Springfield at 8 o'clock. We 
have now reached the city where is to b<» 
deposited all that is mortal of Abraham 
Lincoln. Since leaving Washington on the 
21st of April to this time, the ilil of May, 
we have traveled 1,800 miles. The funeral 
cars with which we started from Washing- 
ton have come all the way here. No acci- 
dent of even a trivial character has hap- 
pened. 

Col. Robertson, who is connected with 
the military railroads, now composes one 
of our party. The fatigue of the journey 
has been relieved by kind attentions every- 
where, and by the attentions so profusely 
bestow* d on the remains of the lamented 
President. 

They were received at the Chicago, Alton 
and St. Louis station. The procession was 
formed in tne following order: Geu. Cooke 
and staff, military escort, Gen. Hooker and 
staff, guard of honor, relatives and friends 
in carriages, the Illinois delegation from 
Washington, Senators and Representatives 
of the Congress of the United States, in- 
cluding their sergeants-at-arms and Speak- 
er Colfax, Illinois State Legislature, Oover- 
nors of different States, delegation from 
Kentucky, Chicago committee of reception, 
Judges of different court?, clergy, officers 
of the army and navy, firemen, citizens 
generally, colored citizens, Ac. The whole 
procession was moved by the law office of 
Abraham Lincoln, and iu the block the 
building was pointed out. The entrance 
was ii rap.-.l in mourning, and at the door 
was hung a portrait of the deceased. 

The hearse which carried the coffin was 
specially admired. It was brought from St. 
Louis especially for the purpose at a cost of 
$5,000. It was dra*vn by six black horses. 
The bouses all bore portraits and emblems 
of woe with appropriate mottoes. The Illi- 
nois and Missouri telegraph office, inclu- 
ding the front part of the building occupied 
by the latter, was very appropriately orna- 
mented. The remains were deposited in 
the State House with solemn ceremonies. 

The general arrangement is appropriate. 
The entrance to the Capitol and interior of 
rotunda is heavily draped and festooned. 
The body lies in the Representative Hall, 
the galleries of which are supported by col- 
umns, and, together with the panels, are 
covered with black velvel, trimmed with j 
silver fringe. Iu the center of each panel 
is the representation of a sprig of myrtle 
in silver. 

The west side of the hall is a painted 
blue ground with white stars, aud national 
flairs with a black cloud overspreading all. 
Front of this is the catafalque, from the cor- 
ners of which rise pillars which are sur- 
rounded by black plumes covered with vel- 
vet borders and silvet fringe. The ceiling 
is lined with white lace dotted with golden 
stars, which glitter in the light of the nu- 
merous gas jets. The effect is solemnly 
impressive. The coffin is placed qn a plat- 
form approached by steps. It is surround- 
ed by evergreeus and flowers. The 
walla are adorned by the following inscrip- 
tions: "Sooner than surrender this princi- 
ple I would be assassinated on this spot." 
44 Washington the Father— Lincoln the Sa- 
vior." The remains were, soou after being 
in the State House, exposed to tho 



Trial of Harris— The Court Martial- 
Charges Against Harrla. 

Wamiinwton, May 3.— The following of- 
ficers comprise the court martial for the 
trial of Hon. H. G. Harris : Maior-General 
Foster, Major-General Parke, Major-Gen- 
eral Wilcox, Rrev. Brigadier-General G. H. 
Sharpe, Brigadier-General W. Gamble, Col. 
Charles Albright, of 202d Pennsylvania 
Volunteers; Lieut.-Col. O. E. Babcock. A. 
D. C. and Captain of Engineers; Maj. Win- 
throp, Judge Advocate, all of whom were 
present. 

The following officers were detailed, but 
were not present: Geu. Humphreys and 
Brev. Major-General J. A. Rawlins. 

The charges and specifications against 
Harris arc as follows : 

Charge— Violation of the 56th article of 
war. Specification 1st— In this that B. G 
Harris, a citizen of Maryland and member 
of the Congrees of the United States, did 
relieve with money, viz! the sum of two 
dollars, to a public enemy, viz: Sergeant 
Richard Chapman and private W. Read, of 
co. K, 32d regiment Virginia infantry, sol- 
diers of the army of the so-called Confede- 
rate States, then in rebellion against and at 
war with us, the said Harris then and there 
well knowing said Chapman and Read to 
be soldiers of said army, and treating and 
offering to relieve them as such; and at the 
same time advising and inciting them to 
continue in said army, and make war 
against the United States, and emphatical- 
ly declaring to have sympathy with the en- 
emy, and his opposition to the Government 
of the UnitiHl States in Its efforts to sup- 
press the rebellion, at or near Leonardtown, 
St. Mary's Co., Maryland, about the 2 , »th 
day of April, IMS. 

Specification 2d.— In that, said Harris, a 
citizen of Maryland, and member of the 
Congress of the United States, did know- 
ingly harbor and protect a public enemy, to- 
wit: Seigeant Richard Chapman and pri- 
vate Read, soldiers of the Bo-called Confed- 
erate States of America, then in rebellion 
against and at war with the United States, 
by procuring them to bo lodged aud fed in 
a private house, and furnishing them with 
money therefor, an 1 said Harris then and 
there, well knowing said Chapman and 
Read to be soldiers of said army, and treat- 
ing them and ofteriug to give them inouty 
as such, and at the same time advising and 
inciting them to continue in the same army 
aud make war against the United Slates, 
and emphatically declaring his sympathy 
with the enemy and his opposition to the 
Government of the United States in its 
efforts to suppress the rebellion; this at or 
near Leonard, St. Mary's county, Md., on 
or about April 2d, 1W>5. Sergt. Wm. Chap- 
man aud Private W. Re«?d, Co. K, 32d Va. 
Infantry, Confederate Army, were called 
and cases examined yeaterday. 

Upon the opening of the Court to-day the 
proceediugs were as follows: Two parded 
rebel prisoners were examined and testi- 
fied that Harris hnd, at his residence, given 
them money, and advised them not V> re- 
gard their paroles, and to continue their 
hostilities to the Government. 

Mr, Harris objected to their testimony.on 
the ground that they were guilty of treason, 
and therefore being enemies of the country, 
could not testify against a citizen. The 
Judge Advocate then proposed to prore by 
the neighbors of Mr. Harris that he himself 
was disloyal, and with witnesses a mutual 
enemy of the United States, and consequent- 
ly not privileged to make exception to 
their testimony. The court theu took a re- 



cess to deliberate upon this point, and the 
doors were closed till 1.45, aud ui>on re- 
opening the court adjourued till to-mor- 
row.

Twenty-five thousand dollars for the ar- 
rest of Beverly Tucker. 

Ten thousand dollars for tho arrest of W. 
C. Cleary, late clerk of Clement C. Clay.

Prisoners Chargod with being Concerned 
In the Asaaasinatlon. 

Washington, May 3.— About miduight 
last Saturday the steamer Keyport was or- 
dered to Navy Yard. She received from 
the monitors Sougerset and Montank per- 
sons who have been arrested as directly 
concerned in the conspiracy to murder the 
President aud other Union leaders, who 
number fifteen men aud one woman. These 
prisoners are all heavily ironed, with a ball 
and chain on each leg, aud hand-cufled in 
such a manner as to Keep their hands sev- 
eral inches apart, and some of the more des- 
perate ones having their hands fastened be- 
hind their back. A sort of sack covered the 
head and face of each, leaving only the 
mouth aud nostrils exposed, so as to pre- 
vent their recognition by each other or any 
one else. 

A special sentinel is in charge of each 
priBouer. A signal was given for the Key- 
port to start. The steamers bell rang slow- 
ly and nearly all muffled. The prisoners 
gave a convulsive start at the sound, evi- 
dently thinking that their hour of retribu- 
tio» had come. They were transferred to- 
the District penitentiary adjoinging the ar- 
senal where cells have~ been provided for 
them. Two prisoners occupy each cell, but 
the sentinel in charge of each 
any conversation. 
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Capture of a Blockade Runner— Official 
Report of the Capture of the Rebel 
Ram Webb. 

Washington, May 3.— Information has 
been received of the capture of the block- 
ade running steamer Cora, on the 25th ull., 
by the U. S. steamer i<\uaker City, thirteen 
miles east of Brazos, Texas. The Cora is a 
stern-wheel steamer, and was bound from 
Corpus Chisti, Texas, to Bagdad, Mexico, 
with a cargo of lumber. 

The Department also received the follow- 
ing: 

Flausiiu* Glasgow, New Oiu.eans, 
April 27. — Hon. Gideon Welles: I have the 
honor to inform the Department that the 
rebel rum Webb ran the blockade of Red 
river this forenoon and passed the city at a 
high rate of sj.ee. I, but so unexpected was 
her appearance that she received o'»ly two 
shots through her hull in passing. As she 
approached the city she was flying the 
Union flag at half-mast aud mistaken for a 
transport. 

The Hollyhock, Florida, Quaker City and 
Ossipee were sent in pursuit of the ram, the 
Hollyhock far ahead. When about 25 
miles below the city the ram encountered 
the Richmond coining up. The ram then 
headed for the left bank of the river and 
ran on shore and was set on fire by her 
commander, who proved to be Edward G. 
Reed, formerly of the U. S. navy. 

Her crew consisted of about forty-five 
men. Her cargo was cotton, rosin and tur- 
pentine, so that she saon blew up, her crew 
escaping to the woods except three, two of 
whom were captured and are prisoners, and 
the third was destroyed with the vessel. 

Her armament consists of three gun*r. 
The whole party will probably be captured 
by the troops who will forthwith be dis- 
patched. As the ram passed the city she 
had % torpedo suspended from a spar. I

Disposal of Booth's Body. 

Washington, May 3.— The vexed ques- 
tiou as to the disposal of the remains of J. 
Wilkes Booth is at length settled by a siate- 
tnent which may be regarded as final. 
After the head aud heart, which have been 
deposited iu the Army Medical Museum in 
tl is city, had beeu removed, the corpse was 
placed in charge of two men who, after va- 
rious movements calculated to baffle imper- 
tinent curiosity, dug a grave in a little spot 
of grouud close to the peuitentiary, where 
for some years felons have been buried. 

Booth's body was deposited here and the 
earth over it was smoothed and carefully 
sodded. Other graves of less infamous fel- 
ons had previously beeu leveled, and a 
strong guard is now in charge of the spot, 
and will continue to keep it undisturbed 
till the grass has grown so thick that no 
oue will ever be able to distinguish the 
place where the assassin's corpse was in- 
terred from the other nameless graves 
around it. 

Notwithstanding that large numbers are 
already in custody, several others of the 
assassination conspiracy are still at large. 
Their apprehension is considered as almost 
certain. 

Arrival of the Remains of the late Presi- 
dent at Springfield. 

Strinofield, May 3.— The funeral train 
arrived here at U o'clock this morning. All 
the way from Chicago persons were gath- 
ered and mourning emblems everywhere 
displayed. An immense crowd was at the 
principal depot as the remains were con- 
veyed to the Capitol where apartments were 
draped in the most elaborate and beautiful 
style. Deep solemnity prevailed. Bells 
were tolled and minute guns fired. Thous- 
ands of persons are here from the adjoining 
States.

Soldiers Assassinated In Maryland— Ar- 
rest of Assaaalns. 

Baltimokk, May Three were brought 
here to-day, in charge of an armed guard 
of saldiers, under Lieut. O'Brien, two citi- 
zens of Calvert county, named, Dr. N. W. 
Brown and Wm. Cochrane, and three other 
men, under the charge of being c >neerned in 
the recent assassination of Union soldiers, 
stationed there. Cochrane acknowledged 
he had been for months in a starving con- 
dition, which bed been known to Brown 
and others. 

He was offered large sums of money to 
take the lives of ertain soldiers. He ac- 
cepted the terrible bribe and delilwrately 
assassinated two soldiers whilst they were 
doing picketet duty. Cochrane received 
$175 for killing the first soldier, and was to 
have $500 for the murder of tue other, but 
was apprehended before the MMJ wb» 
paid. 

The parties charged with this terrible 
crime were taken to Washington this P. M. 
under a strong guard, and are now in Old 
Capitol prison. An examination will soon 
be held. 

A few nights since, whilst O'Brien, su- 
perintendent of Government farms in the 
lower counties, was riding through the 
county he was shot at by a concealed foe, 
but fortunately escaped injury, llishorso 
was killed. 

The lebels in the lower counties within 
the past two weeks have become exceeding- 
ly defiant and daugerous. They have been 
committing depredations upon "inhabitants 
and slaughtering numbers of Government 
cattle.

Proof of 
tho fact, beyoud the admission couceetled 
in his sealed letter has been found within 
the city limits, a house belonging to one 
Mrs. Greene, and furuished with un- 
derground apartments, and furnished 
with manacles and all the accessories to 
private imprisonment. Here the President 
and as many as could be gagged and con- 
veyed awav were to be concealed, in the 
event of failure to run them into the Con- 
federacy. Owing to his failure to group 
around him as many men as he desired, 
Booth abandoned the project of kidnap- 
ping. Tho house was discovered last week 
ready to be blown up at a momeufs notice.
